There can be no com- 
promise between the two theories, for 
If workingmfin are to be really free 
their right to regulate their own lives 
must b« acknowledged. 


"Mr. Rockefeller's welfare plan con- 


tains nothing new—it is only a repe- 
tition of efforts made bye employers 
to keep their workmen satisfied. I am 
pure that time will demonstrate that 
the plan prepared by Mr. Rockefeller 
for his employes In Colorado will prove 
a full cousin to the other schemes of 
like character inaugurated for the sole 
purpose of preventing organization of 
employes that will enable th«n to 
secure improved condition*."
